BROTHERLY LOVE IS NOW KEY­ 
NOTE OF LITERARY PRO­ 
DUCTIONS

Hamburg. Germany, Nov. IO 
The 
man who wrote the “ Hymn of Hate” 
calling a wartime Prussian militar­ 
i s t i c curse upon England’s head, has 
turned pacifist. 
That man, Ernst 
Lissauer. 
who 
made “Goit Strafe England,” a by 
word throughout the world, voiced 
today in an exclusive armistice a n ­ 
niversary statement to the United 
Press a fervent 
pacifist 
plea 
for 
world peace. 
Lissauer, now inveighs against in ­ 
ternational preparations for the next 
war: and brotherly love lias become 
tile keynote of his literary produc­ 
tions in place of his war time song: 
"By shell from sea, by bomb from 
air, 
“Our greeting shall lie spread, 
“ By making each English homestead 
“ A mansion of the dead.” 
Lissauer, a poet of 
high 
repute, 
now contributing to the best known 
German liberal publications, repu­ 
diates chauvinism and his own bel­ 
ligerent views of former days. 
“ I composed my 'Hymn of Hate,’ 
not us a fundamental confession of 
warlike ideals.” lie told tile United 
Press, "but iii my country’s direst 
hour of need and out of years of dis- 
lr e : M y poi in a1 that time express­ 
ed the sentiment of virtually the en­ 
tire German people. 
But 
soon 
I 
turn to other tasks and wrote less 
martial poems, like ‘Psalms.’ 
“ Every feeling and thinking man 
must oppose war and do Ii in utmost 
to prevent new wars. 
Naturally the 
experiences of tile world war union 
of European states is a prime neces­ 
sity. 
“The next war will be a war of 
gases and machines, and it will de­ 
stroy not oni.v armies, arsenals and 
factories, Hut also civilians, women 
and children behind the lines. 
Nev­ 
ertheless the world in 192X is arm­ 
ed as never before with weapons of 
every sort. 
Menacing alliances have 
been concluded and violent dicta­ 
torships created. 
“ Despite this, a true understand­ 
ing of the horror of war does not 
animate all humanity nor stop the 
massacres of the past.” 
Lissauer’s new ideals find expres­ 
sion in his lutes 
drama, 
“ Jeptha’s 


Wife," already enacted throughout 
Germany. 
This work, he explained, 
echoes the cry of new and unborn 
generations against 
coming 
wars. 
Speaking through Leah, wife of Jep- 
tha. Judge of Israel, unborn man­ 
kind asks whether it, too. must he 
annihilated in the battle of nations, 
in lite abyss, and in the rivers; and 
die for hearth and barest and gold." 
The poet said this play emerged 
from his own inner struggles and 
his love for peace, hut he suggested 
ii is peaceful ideals 
were 
perhaps 
forever unattainable because "man 
is wild and greedy, and gentleness 
will 
never 
rule 
this 
topsyturvy 
world.” 
Lissauer hopes this 
new 
play, 
translated 
into 
English 
by 
Prof. 
Maut hey Zorn of Amherst college, 
Massachusette. will give a more cor­ 
rect view of his present beliefs and

A move WAS begun at St. Paul by three mem Iters of the state 
legislature for an earlier closing hour of the polls on election day. 
State Senator George VV. RoJenberg and Representatives J. 
K. Sweitzer and Fred G. Blum declared that they would seek to 
have a law passed by the coming legislature which would close the 
polls an hour or so sooner than at present. 
Minnesota is about the last state in the Union to close its 
doors on election night, the polls being open in the cities from 6 
a. rn. to 9 p. rn. and in the rural districts from 9 a. rn. to 9 p. rn. 
The Fast closes early and makes an accurate and fast count. 
There is absolutely no need in Minnesota of such a late closipg 
hour, which gives each precinct in a city 15 hours of a wait for 
the ballots to come in and then, tired out, to spend hours counting. 
The Crosby precinct, which for years has been large enough 
for two precincts, this election cast 1135 votes and the clerks and 
judges there were in attendance 4 8 ^ hours. To ask any board to 
work this length of time without sleep is an injustice. 
Any man 
or woman, engaged in any other line of business, would resent such 
hours. 
The labor can be shortened if the village sets about to 
make two precincts out of the abnormally large one precinct. 
The Brainerd Dispatch for years hrs advocated earlier d os­ 
ing of polls, a shorter voting day, so as to permit judges and clerks 
to finish their count more quickly. 
We hope something is done 
about it at the next session of the legislature. 
Looking at our Duluth Herald this morning we find some 
more reasons given for earlier closing hours of polling places.

A MOVE was begun at St. Paul by three members of the state 
legislature for an earlier closing hour of the polls on election day. 
State Senator George W. Rodenberg and Representatives J. 
R. Sweitzer and Fred G. Blum declared that they would seek to 
have a law passed by the coming legislature which would close the 
polls an hour or so sooner than at present. 
Minnesota is about the last state in the Union to close its 
doors on election night, the polls being open in the cities from 6 
a. rn. to 9 p. rn. and in the rural districts from 9 a. rn. to 9 p. rn 
The East closes early and makes an accurate and fast count. 
There is absolutely no need in Minnesota of such a late closipg 
hour. which gives each precinct in a city 15 hours of a wait for 
the ballots to come in and then, tired out, to spend hours counting. 
The Crosby precinct, which for years has been large enough 
for two precincts, this election cast 1135 votes and the clerks and 
judges there were in attendance 43 1 /2 hours. To ask any board to 
work this length of time without sleep is an injustice. 
Any man 
or woman, engaged in any other line of business, would resent such 
hours. 
The labor can be shortened if the village sets about to 
make two precincts out of the abnormally large one precinct. 
The B rainerd Dispatch for years hes advocated earlier clos­ 
ing of polls, a shorter voting day, so as to permit judges and clerks 
to finish their count more quickly. 
We hope something is done 
about it at the next session of the legislature. 
✓

more reasons given for earlier closing hours of polling places. 
Says the p a p e r: 
Another reason why Minnesota should abolish its absurdly 
late hour of 9 o’clock Yor closing its polling places is that in the 
eyes of the nation at large it makes Minnesota look like a back­ 
ward and benighted state. 
The evening newspapers of-the country in their election ta ­ 
bles Wednesday night had returns enough from every state in the 
Union except Minnesota to make it sure how they had gone. 
From Minnesota the table showed returns from only 985 pre­ 
cincts out of a total of 3,762— not a large enough proportion to 
w arrant anybody in regarding the result as final. 
Pinal results in forty-seven states— only scattering returns 
from Minnesota. 
What must the country at large, seeing that, think of Minne 
sola ? 
Inevitably, one of these things, or both; 
“They must be all frozen up in Minnesota, and are bringing 
the returns in on dogsleds.*' 
Or, “What can you expect from the backwoods?” 
About the first thing the Minnesota legislature ought to do 
when it meets in January is to abolish that absurd closing hour 
and make it 7 o’clock instead of 9.

ESPITE the tradition

RIG RED CROSS TASR. 


Service to Disabled in Ten Years 
Since Armistice Has Cost 


$ 6 5 , 8 0 0 , 0 0 0 . 


In this year of the tenth anniversary 
of the Armistice, which ended the 
world war. the American Red Cross 
still finds a great army of disabled 
and sick veterans requiring assistance 
and whose fam ilies also must be aided 
according to a statement by .lames L 
Fieser. vice chairman in charge of do 
me8tic operations of the Red Cross at 
Washington. 
In the ten years since 
November ll, 1918, the Red Cross has 
expended 
approximately 
Stilson.non 
In veteran relief work. Mr Fieser said 
There is a daily average of 25.500 
disabled and sick world war veterans 
, 
enrolled in Veterans’ Bureau and other 
government hospitals which care Tot 
these men and women, and about the 
same annual average of veterans sue 
combing to wounds and illness, for 
whose dependents the Red Cross Ip 
pledged to give required assistance. 
Mr, Fieser pointed out. 
In addition, the Red Cross, under Its 
charter granted by Congress, has a 
definite duty towards service men of 
the regular establishment of Army, 
Navy anu Marine Corps, and follows 
them to all foreign ports or duty. Th) 
expenditure Id this work for the year 
ending June 30, 1928, was $307,458, the 
annual report states. 
“Upon the Red Cross rests the sa 
cred obligation of carrying on relict j 
work for the disabled service and es I 
service men and women and their de j 
pendents, taking up the work where I 
the Government is uot able to earn I 
on," Mr. Fieser said. 
“The Red Cross j 
has 349 trained workers, serving either 
full or part time in the field, In liaison 
work, camps and hospitals, who are 
always In personal contact with the 
sick and disabled in hospitals, with 
the men in the regular Army, Navy 
hod Marine Corps, and who stand ever 
ready to serve veterans back In civil 
life, who need the help of a friend!) 
agency to aid in establishing their 
rights and claims. 
“To maintain this staff and to sup 
port the practical services they ren 
der, the Red Cross made expenditure 
of $1,159,795 for the year ending Jure 
30, 1928. 
In addition 2.700 Red Cross 
Chapters, iu that number of coronium 
ties, who 
have established 
special 
work for the disabled .service and ex 
service people, expended during the 
past year $1,732,000.” 
The annual report states that Hie 
number of death claims alone of vet 
erans which are handled through the 
War Service at national headquarters 
of the Ifed Cross, has increased from 
12.010 in 1923-24 to 24.002 In 1927-28 
During the year ending June 30. 1928 
War Service assisted Chapters In ad 
justing Government claims amounting 
in benefits to veterans or tlieii depen 
dents, to $693,203.42 In awarn* fur 
compensation, 
insurance. 
adjusted 
compensation, burial expenses, etc. 
In 
addition to this amount, which re pre 
seated lump sum payments, awards 
were obtained for $183,389 in monthly 
installments of insurance and compel) 
Batlon and in quarterly adjusted com 
p e n s i o n payments. 
Mr. Fieser points out that Red Cross 
Roll Call chines once each year, and 
that it is the only occasion upon 
which the Red Cross auks for funds 
with which to carry on Its activities 
of which War Service is ope. 
From 
Armistice Day to Thanksgiving Da., 
the American people are asked to s ip 
port this 
work through 
their

Cross memberships.

abroad.

The Red Cross expenditures for dis 
aster in that

Sippi Valley for the Hood relief work 
which came from a fund contributed 
bv tlie public. 
More than $1,OOO,OOO 
was expended In the St. Louis tornado 
damage, aud more than $1,(mo.OOO iii

In both cases public 
relief funds were raised, alt bough in 
Ne.v England the Red Cross cnntrihii 
ted in excess of $500,000 from its own 
funds for tile relief work, 
in tile ma 
Jority of the other 66 disasters, and 
in all ot the 22 foreign catastrophes 
in which the Red Cross extended ald. 
the money came from its own re 
Sources. 
The largest item in the annual bud 
j get of the Red Cross is for Its veteran 
relief aud work for disabled ex service 
mid service men, upon which it ex 
pended in this year $1,169,795.
